At its first get-together three years ago, just one other guy 
came, recalls Kender. But “the next week, a third person showed 
up, and then the next week, a fourth person showed up.” 
Including informal posters on the Roundtable’s Google group 
(google.com/group/bostoncomics), there are now as Many as 
120 local scribes and scribblers comparing notes, offering pub- 
lishing advice, critiquing each other’s art, and networking. 
“That's why people keep coming back week after week,” says 
Kender. (Members meet every Thursday at 7:30 pm at the Democracy 
Center in Harvard Square.) “They’re meeting people who under- 
stand their problems — who share their joy when they phrase the 
words in a panel just right, or they like the way the ink is laid on the 
page for a certain character.” Whether they use India ink on Bristol 
board or InDesign and Photoshop, “the social aspect is crucial.” 
For evidence of what such creative cross-pollination can lead 
to, check out the Roundtable’s semi-regular anthology, Inbound, 
the third issue of which came out in April. Another title, Out- 
bound, which focuses on sci-fi stories, premiered three weeks ago. 
They're testaments to the breadth and creativity of the Boston 
comics scene. (The next Inbound, due in October, is slated to be the 
biggest yet: a 100-plus-page paperback collection of narratives, 
arranged in chronological order, about the history of the Hub.) 
Meanwhile, plans are afoot to relaunch the group’s Web site 
with “a much different look to it and a much more active blog,” 
says Kender. Take note, caped crusaders: superheroes are 
certainly welcome.

SHOCKING DEARTH REPUBLICAN FEMALE POLS SHOULD HAVE 


THE PARTY PANIC. WHY CARE? 


Twenty years 
ago, Republican 
women 
elected office 
were nearly 
numerous 
Democrats. 
Today, the gap 
very large, 
and growing. 


Conventional political wisdom says 

that for party oppose woman 
women’s issue it’s best send out 
female spokesperson. 

But what if a party has no women (or 
virtually none national prominence) 
elective office? For today’s Republican 
Party, we've been seeing the answer 
unfold in the weeks since President Barack 
Obama nominated Sonia Sotomayor for the 
Supreme Court. If confirmed, she would be 
the first Hispanic and only the third female 
on the bench. 

Republicans quickly began criticizing 
her throwback era identity poli- 
tics. Strategically, made sense that’s 
potentially resonant argument in a country 
that likes think itself post-racial, 
and at least a generation beyond sexism. But 
early polls showed that the right was get- 
ting nowhere, and their arguments against 
Sotomayor might even be backfiring.

reason for the failure: the only Republicans 
making the case were white men.

The Republican Party has become so eas- 


ily stereotyped the party middle-aged 
white men, the true depth its problem 
has largely escaped notice. Twenty years 
ago, Republican women elected office 
were nearly numerous Democrats. 
Today, the gap very large, and growing. 
Amazingly, the party appears to be making 
no effort to address the issue, says Laurel 
Elder, associate political-science professor 
upstate New York’s Hartwick College, 
who studies the emergent “partisan gap” 
in women officeholders. Says Elder: “It's 
shocking to me that they're not in crisis 
mode.” 


THE DWINDLING FEW 


Some the Republican Party are not oblivi- 

ous the advantages having female faces 
put forward. That was apparent the se- 
lection of Sarah Palin as John McCain's vice- 

presidential candidate. 

George W. Bush, who placed a number of 
women in key positions in his administra- 
tion, also made sure to get them out to talk 
shows and news conferences. Their ranks 
included Secretary of State Condoleezza Rice, 
Secretary Education Margaret Spellings, 
Secretary of Labor Elaine Chao, Secretary 
of the Interior Gale Norton, Secretary of 
Transportation Mary Peters, and Secretary 
Agriculture Ann Veneman. Those 
women were commonly seen defending 
Republican policy that they helped the party 
obscure the lack Republican women 
Congress doing the same. 

Now, as the Bush team has left town and 
Palin has returned to the obscurity of far-off 
Alaska, the lack female faces has 
been exposed. Consider that, since 2003, the 
last newly elected Republican senators 
have all been men. In the lower chamber, 
others have departed, leaving mere 
Republican women in the 435-member US 
House of Representatives. 

Those few Republican women who 
hold notable elected offices are not getting 
nearly the amount of public face time as men 
the party, either. part, that’s because 
they are mostly from small, out-of-the-way 
states: aside from Hutchison, they come 
from Alaska (Palin; Senator Lisa Murkowski), 
Maine (Senators Olympia Snowe and 
Susan Collins), Hawaii (Governor Linda 
Lingle), Arizona (Governor Jan Brewer), and 
Connecticut (Governor Jodi Rell). 

But there’s another problem: most of 
those women are far too moderate to fit 
in with the conservatives now in power 
That has certainly kept Maine’s two sena- 
tors, Snowe and Collins, from becoming 
familiar faces on TV’s talk-show land- 

scape, while their less experienced, less 
accomplished, but more hard-line col- 
leagues, such as John Thune, Jim DeMint, 
and Jon Ensign (from South Dakota, South 
Carolina, and Nevada, respectively), make 
the regular rounds. 

The increasingly hard-line COP could 


not, for instance, even hope to send out any 
of its four female senators earlier this year 
to make the public argument against the 
Lily Ledbetter Fair Pay Act, which makes it 
easier for women to challenge discrimina- 
tory payment — because all four broke with 
the party to vote for the bill. (The only other 
Republican was Arlen Specter, who 
has since become a Democrat.) 

“It’s the party’s choice that Jodi Rell, 
Olympia Snowe, and Susan Collins are not 
national figures,” says Jennifer Lawless, 
associate political-science professor at 
Brown University. “They can’t be trotted out 
by a party that is trying to play to their con- 
servative base.” 


PROBLEM? WHAT PROBLEM? 


Much was made of the fact that two of the six 
candidates head the Republican Nation- 
al Committee this year were black. And yet 
no one mentioned that there were no female 
candidates for the job. 

That shouldn't come as a surprise. Of 
the 14 major leadership positions among 
Senate and House Republicans, only one 

is held by a woman: conference vice-chair 
Cathy McMorris-Rogers, representative from 
Washington State — and hardly a recogniz- 
able face to most Americans. 

Fortunately for the Republican Party, 
the 2010 election cycle will have an unusual 
number open competitive races for 
Senate and governor, all over the country. 
Yet state after state, the Republicans are 
recruiting men run for those offices. “The 
partisan gap grew 2008,” says Elder, “and 
will grow further 2010.” 

Political observers, including both 
Lawless and Elder, say that Republican lead- 
ers just don’t seem making any effort 
recruit female candidates. 

Unlike the left, where groups like EMILY’s 
List and Emerge actively recruit and train 
women for political careers and pressure the 
Democratic Party into promoting women — c 
ponservative organizations have tended to 
back folks from the same old-boys networking 
circles, and have shown no interest at ail in 
reaching out women for high-profile offices. 

Further down the ballot, where the 
“pipeline” future successful candidates 
is found, things are even worse. The 
Center for American Women and Politics 
(CAWP) at Rutgers University, which 
tracks candidates nationwide, currently 
lists only three Republican women expect- 
ed to run for Congress next year, compared 
with 11 Democrats. 

In state legislatures, the number of 
female Republicans has plummeted from 
640 to 536 in just the last five years, accord- 
ing CAWP. And the women now hold- 
ing the title of Senate president or Speaker of 
the House in a state legislature — including 
Massachusetts’s Therese Murray — every one 
is a Democrat. 

That means that, for years to come, 
Republicans will hard-pressed find 
anyone but men put make their 
case, which will only reinforce the ste- 
reotypes. That’s terrible for the GOP, but 
probably good for future Sotomayors and 
Ledbetters. ©

Last month, his controversial 
commencement speech at the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame, Barack Obama 
urged pro-choice and pro-life Americans 
to seek common ground. “Maybe we 
agree abortion,” Obama said. 
“But we can still agree that this isa 
heart-wrenching decision for any woman 
make, with both moral and spiritual 
dimensions.” Two weeks later, Scott Ro- 
eder allegedly walked into Reformation 
Lutheran Church, in Wichita, Kansas, 
and fatally shot Dr. George Tiller, pro- 
vider of late-term abortions, who was 
serving usher the time. 

Tiller’s slaying highlights just how 
difficult it will be for Obama to real- 
ize his vision (the recent nomination of 
abortion-rights cipher Sonia Sotomayor 
the Supreme Court notwithstanding). 
But also raises vexing question: 
the war over abortion, is the search for 
common ground the solution part 
the problem? 

No one makes the latter case more 
forcefully than Katherine Ragsdale, an 
Arlington resident become presi- 
dent and dean Cambridge’s Episcopal 
Divinity School next month. When 
Ragsdale’s appointment was announced 
. this past March, it triggered a torrent of 
fear and loathing among religious con- 
servatives. Midwest Conservative Journal 
(themcj.com) blogger Christopher 
Johnson, for example, dubbed Ragsdale 
“Rev. Mengele.” And writing for World

It is, of course, those last two para- 
gre that really stand out. Many 
abortion-rights supporters now concede, 
like Obama, that abortion itself is an emo 
tionally fraught act — something that most 
women would probably prefer not to have to 


do. the aforementioned passages, how 


ever, Ragsdale takes precisely the opposite 
tack. Even when a pregnant woman enjoys

-umstances, she’s sug 
gesting, the act aborting fetus 
an occasion for ambivalence or guilt. It is, 
instead, an unfettered good. 

That’s provocative line argu- 
and it, too, invites some thorny 
questions. If more abortion-rights sup- 
porters reasoned like Ragsdale, for exam- 
ple, would the pro-choice cause weaker 
or stronger? And would abortion’s most 
aggressive opponents less embold- 
ened — or even more likely to lash out? 


WREAKING HAVOC 

Episcopal Divinity School which sits 
Brattle Street, stone’s throw from 
both Cambridge Common and Harvard 
Square — is the product of the 1974 merger 
two venerable Episcopal bulwarks:

the pro-choice trenches, there are some 
additional factors worth noting. One 
her understanding what motivates her 
detractors. Ragsdale sees it, her critics 
giving voice spontaneous, genu- 
ine moral outrage. Instead, being 
manipulated by shadowy outsiders eager to 
wreak havoc the Episcopal Church. 

Now for some quick background. 
2003, Gene Robinson, who is openly 
gay, was elected Episcopal bishop 
New Hampshire. His election inflamed 
already-simmering tensions between the 
increasingly liberal Episcopal Church 
the arm the worldwide Anglican 
Communion — and conservative Anglicans 
around the globe. also led some conser- 
vative Episcopalian communities the 
secede from the church, often affili- 
ating themselves with theologically 
conservative Anglican bishops from Africa. 
Rowan Williamson the Englishman 
who leads the Anglican Communion 


Archbishop Canterbury (but lacks the 
authority the pope enjoys the Roman 
Catholic Church) currently has the 
unenviable task preventing full-blown 
Anglican schism; whether he’l! succeed 
remains to be seen. 

In the press, discord between 
Episcopalian and Anglican liberals and 
their conservative brethren usually 
treated the product sincere theo- 
logical disagreement. But Ragsdale 
takes a different view. According to her, 
the current dissatisfaction 
tive Episcopalians and Anglicans stems 
less from widespread resistance the 
church’s stance hot-button issues 
(homosexuality, abortion, the ordination 
of women, the reliability or fallibility of 
Scripture) than from outside groups eager 
keep the Episcopal Church and other 
mainline Protestant denominations — 
from successfully pushing their progres- 
sive agenda. 


“The churches were real leaders the 
civil-rights movement and the anti-war 
movement,” notes Ragsdale, “and after 
we got out of Vietnam, they turned their 
attention the problems capitalism, 
causing a panic among wealthy business 
folks who'd just seen the churches be suc- 
cessful [on those you had these 
organizations that really weren’t connected 
with the churches all forming foment 
discord in the churches, to keep them so 
busy fighting among themselves within 
themselves that they couldn’t continue to 
do their progressive social-action work.” 

Exhibit A, she claims, is the 
Washington, DC-based Institute 
Religion and Democracy (IRD) — whose 
president, Mark Tooley, dubbed Ragsdale 
the “High Priestess Abortion” ina 
May 8 American Spectator piece. (To sup- 
port this claim, Ragsdale cites grant 
proposal which the IRD speaks 
“redirecting [Protestant] churches away 


from their reflexive alliance with the 
political left.”) “They want undercut 
mainstream Episcopalianism, and they 
want to undercut this seminary as one of 
the [places] that supports the instincts of 
mainstream Episcopalianism,” she says. 
“So I become another opportunity for 
them create trouble.” 

addition arguing that her critics’ 
rage is inorganic — that it’s the product, 
essentially, right-wing ideological 
carpetbaggers Ragsdale also dismisses 
their arguments illogical. The idea 
that abortion kills a child, she contends, 
reflects parental hopes and dreams for 
the child-to-be, not the reality what 
the zygote or fetus actually is, (It is, in 
her words, “proleptic,” a theological term 
for anticipated realities that come to be 
treated as extant in the here and now.) 

When pro-choice forces signal their 
partial acceptance the abortion-as- 
child-murder idea, says Ragsdale — 
which they do when they speak of the 
“tragedy” of abortion — they may be 
motivated by political concerns, or by a 
desire respectful and conciliatory. 
But in the process, they're ceding pre- 
cious intellectual ground abortion 
opponents, and backing themselves into 
a tactical corner: how, after all, can you 
effectively defend something for which 
simultaneously apologizing? 

What’s more, they’re also increasing 
the likelihood that women who choose 
to have abortions will spend their lives tor- 
mented by needless guilt. “I suppose it’s 
possible for an intelligent, faithful person 
to still believe that there’s no moral differ- 
ence between a zygote and a baby,” Ragsdale 
allows. “But there’s no reason for most of us 
believe that. And don’t.” 

Given Ragsdale’s skepticism about 
the motives and logic of her critics, it’s 
somewhat surprising that she doesn't 
unequivocally reject the possibility of 
abortion opponents and proponents find- 
ing common ground. fact, she doesn’t 
even reject the linkage of abortion with 
tragedy. But she has very particular ideas 
about how these intellectual maneuvers 
ought executed. 

“If you want a baby,” says Ragsdale, “and 
you've decorated the nursery, and bought 
the toys, and named the baby — and then 
they discover the baby’s organs are growing 


_ outside the body, and not only will the baby 


not survive, but the woman will be torn up 


: trying to deliver it — there’s a tragedy. But 
the tragedy isn’t the abortion the tragedy 
is that you needed one. 


“That's the tragedy in most cases,” she 
“That birth control failed, that 
they might want to have a baby but the 
economics are such that they can’t possibly 
afford it, that we don’t have health care, 
that women can’t choose to have the babies 
they want. tragedy.” 

At this point in our conversation, 
Ragsdale offers anecdote that’s meant 
illustrative. “My little brother had 
have stent put his heart the other 
day. thought there was heart dis- 
ease at all in our family, and all of a sud- 
den, the doctor said, ‘You're on your way 
the now have heart surgery.’ It’s 
bloody, it’s messy, it’s nasty. If you show 
pictures it, would gross you out, 
and I really would rather that he’d never 
had have that. But the heart surgery 
blessing?” Here she laughs, loudly. 
“Damn straight.” 


PUSHING AHEAD 

There is, in Ragsdale’s own telling, some- 
thing highly improbable about the path 
that brought her where she today: 
leader major Episcopal institution,

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walking embodiment of contemporary 
Episcopalian liberalism, right-wing béte 
noire. She got involved progressive 
politics almost by accident, for example, 
landing office-manager job Common 
Cause Virginia after graduating from Wil- 
liam & Mary University in Williamsburg, 
Virginia, and before heading Virginia 
Theological Seminary (VTS) in Alexandria. 
Three days later, the executive director 
quit, and Ragsdale found herself lobbying 
the legislature the state where she was 
born and raised. 


1985, one year into her studies VTS, 
the bishop she had thought would ordain 
her died and his replacement subsequent- 
told Ragsdale that didn’t ordain lesbi- 
ans. (At the time, Ragsdale says, she didn’t 
even know that she was a lesbian.) So she 
eventually found someone who did — John 
Shelby Spong, then the Episcopal bishop 
of Newark, New Jersey, an iconic figure to 
aggressively liberal Christians all stripes 
and a vocal champion of gay rights in the 
Episcopal Church. 

Ragsdale’s involvement with the abor- 
tion issue, too, seems almost accidental. 
Also in 1985, she began representing the 
Episcopal Women’s Caucus the board 
the Religious Coalition for Abortion Rights 
(since re-named the Religious Coalition for 
Reproductive Choice). But at the outset, 
Ragsdale says, wasn’t even particularly 
thought. Being a lesbian, it wasn’t a big 
issue for me, personally.” 

Clearly, things have changed. And now, 
quarter-century later, Ragsdale finds 
herself in a position somewhat reminis- 
cent of that held by Gene Robinson back 
2003. wit: depending your point 
of view, the fact that Ragsdale is about to 
institution charged with shaping 
the minds the Episcopal clergy proof 
either how far the Episcopal Church has 
come or how far it’s fallen.

Spong, who retired bishop Newark 
in 2000, has a radically different take. 
“When Katherine came into our diocese,” 
he recalls, “she was just a vital human 
being — very popular with other clergy, 
active in the political maneuvering of [the 
annual Episcopalian General 
frequently on her feet on the floor talking. 
She had enormous intellectual capacity. 
think spectacular dean.” 

What’s more, Spong contends, 
Ragsdale’s appointment at EDS dem- 
onstrates that the issue of gay rights is 
essentially settled, once and for all, in the 
Episcopal Church. “In my opinion,” he says, 
“the battle over gay equality has been over a 
long time. It’s just that religious and politi- 
cal forces keep alive, for various reasons. 
But that battle’s over.” 

These divergent arguments have 
one thing in common — namely, an 

implicit suggestion that, at this particular 
point the history Anglicanism and 
Episcopalianism, it’s waste time for 
conservatives and liberals to seek common 
ground. This same belief seems held 
by Brett Donham, the chair of EDS’s board 
of trustees, who raves about Ragsdale’s 
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charisma and fundraising skills and dismiss- 
her critics few fringe malcontents. 

“We don’t pay lot attention, 
because it’s few people, and they’re 
off point where the Episcopal 
Church headed,” Donham tells the 
Phoenix. “The Episcopal Church and 
Episcopal Divinity School have mission 
of justice, compassion, and reconcili- 
ation.

“EDS the place that has always led 
the [Episcopal] Church the world,” says 
Ragsdale. “It’s always been couple steps 
ahead in supporting the ordination of 
women, supporting the full inclusion 
gay and lesbian people, before that, sup- 
porting racial equity. It’s never been far 
out that it’s not part the church but 
it’s always been there, pulling the rest 
the church along.”

Killer’” — e.g., Fox News’ Bill O'Reilly. “It’s 
the ones who said ran abortion 
and protested outside his clinic. 
the ones who created climate that made 
violence inevitable.”

The other place your eye goes is out the 
floor-to-ceiling front windows, which line

) Square. This tearn has never challenged 
the starkness of their décor with a major 
exterior view this way. 

Food starts wherever you want, from 
bar snacks, small plates, and appetizers, 
to sandwiches and entrées. The group's 
previous menus have been more focused; 
here, world-beat flavors jostle 
comfort food in a way that’s not 
as perfect as I expected. You can 
dine or snack well, but it’s not 
transporting. And some things 
don’t work well at all — inexpen- 
sive wine in a tumbler is hard to 
taste and two flavors of Toscanini 
frozen treats in paper containers 
($6) as the only desserts is a letdown, even 
if one of them is Meyer lemon sorbet. 

Ata minimum, the bow] of olives ($3) 
are varied but not marinated, and the 
post-modern moment is that they are 
all pitted. (This fools even the waitress, 
who brings out a saucer for the nonex- 
istent refuse.) Littleneck clams ($11) are 
steamed like mussels in a garlicky broth 
with caramelized onions, and served 

with lots of hot, dense, white French 
bread. Spanish black-bean soup ($7), 
alive with Cuban flavors, especially cum- 
in, was over-salted our night. 

My favorite appetizer was the white- 
cheddar, smoky-bacon, and spinach flat- 
bread ($10). This pizza on a fresh pita-like 
shell is so enticing you may want one 
for the table and one just for yourself. A 
grilled-chicken sandwich ($9) was pulled 
out of the ordinary by being grilled to 
acrisp. Put that on a bun with lettuce,

tomato, and onion, and it’s more like 
a club sandwich than a soggy poultry 
burger. The croque monsieur ($10) fea 
tures the classic balanced combination 
of sourdough bread, ham, and cheese. 
This one is open face and broiled in the 
wood-fired oven rather than grilled. 

Chicken pot pie ($11) is a throwback 
move that needs some work. The kitchen 
uses real green beans, carrots, peas, and 
chicken pieces, and doesn't overcook 
them, but it’s a bit toothsome for classic 
tastes. The crust is wonderful and only 
needs more cooking time (at a cooler cor- 
ner of the oven) for the flavors to mellow. 
Baked pasta with four cheeses ($14) is just 
what you might expect, only 
more of it. The pasta is rigatoni 
and the tomato sauce is sharp 
enough to stand out, though 
once you get past three cheeses, 
in my book, you might as well 
have six or 10 or one good one — 
the combination just tastes like 
cheese. A dinner of codfish with 
leeks and fingerling potatoes ($21), served 
in a small wok, is fresh but perhaps overly 
subtle for the surroundings. 

Although some appetizers and sand- 
wiches come with a side salad (baby 
greens, sweet dressing), you may well 
want side vegetables. The roast asparagus 
($4) is impeccably prepared, but there are 
only seven pencil-thick spears, and too 
much sea salt besides the shaved parme- 
san. Potato rosti ($4) cooks hard in the hot 
oven; it takes leverage to saw off a piece. 

The wine list looks interesting, de- 
spite the lack of listed vintage years, yet 
the glasses defeat the wines. A Nessa 
albarifio ($12/glass; $42/bottle) is tart with 
a slightly bitter finish; a little apple-like 
aroma was all the nose I could gather. A 
Jax Y3 chardonnay ($12; $42) has the same 
nose, which is the house style. Tour de 
Gendres malbec ($9; $32) I suspect of being 
from young vines, as the Bergerac region 


of France has attracted a lot of investment 
recently, and the success of Argentine 
malbecs are encouraging this old Bor- 
deaux variety. Older vines would make 
a more concentrated wine, whereas this 
ted — in bad glasses, anyway — is thin, 
with alcohol showing. The way to go is 
draft beer, which drinks well out of a ta- 
pered tumbler, if my Shipyard Export Ale 
$5.50/pint; $15/pitcher) is any indication. 
It was thrillingly fresh and clean, with 
lots of hops and yet all the wine-like notes 
of a true ale. Decaf coffee ($2) is very nice. 

The Toscanini’s Meyer lemon sorbet 
($6) dessert arrives hard as ice, and is 
worth the wait in order to get the sweet- 
tart, slightly limey flavor. Coffee-Oreo 
ice cream ($6) is merely coffee ice cream 
with Oreos. 

Service is quite fast, with the only sign 
of inexperience a slight problem getting 
enough flatware. Since there are no res- 
ervations, there is some jostling for your 
table when you are finished, though that 
is the fault of the customers, not the wait 
staff. The atmosphere, which is the house 
brand here, is developing well. While the 
twentysomethings are out in force, an ob- 
vious Harvard parent or three didn’t seem 
out of line. A lot of shiny surfaces make the 
room loud when full, which it often is. ©

Or maybe not. It starts boldly enough, 
with an ominous prologue proclaiming 
that there exists “a brilliantly orchestrated 
conspiracy” in the media to protect these 
powerful hypocrites from disclosure. 
goes on to argue, through a small army of 
left-wing talking heads, that these self- 
loathing gay leaders (mostly Republicans, 
but with a token Democrat or two) are 
spearheading crusade against gay rights. 

Okay, you've got our attention. But what 
we really want to know is — who’s queer? 

That’s the problem with Dick’s docu- 
mentary: it promises a polemic about an

Anthony Lane his laudatory New Yorker 
review (May 4) wasn’t stretched at all, but 
isn’t average. It’s not that Sorrentino 
leaves you totally high and dry. The film 
starts off with selection Andreotti 
nicknames: “Sphinx,” “Hunchback,” “Black 
Pope,” divo.” Gradually some details 
come into focus: member of Italy’s Chris- 
tian Democrats; seven-time prime minister 
over the period from 1972 to 1992 (that any- 
one could seven times years says 
lot); suffers from migraines and trying 
acupuncture, though throughout the film

Dick goes deeper, interviewing Idaho States- 
man reporter Don Popkey, whose inquiries 
into Craig’s double life, conducted years 
before the arrest, had been largely ignored 
decried. Further evidence con- 
spiracy includes two snippets from Larry 
King show: in the first, Bill Maher “outs” 
former RNC head Rob Mehlman, and in 
the second, censored version, the name is 
snipped out. Then there’s clip from Fox 
News which Shepard Smith blurts out 
the phrase “blow job” “proof” that the 
media are in “don’t ask, don’t tell” mode 
because they’re all gay themselves and 
don’t want anyone to find out. 

In short, the case Dick makes for his 
central argument is not rigorous. As for 
the names named, they’re the already out- 
ed (Craig), or repentant Democrats (former 
New Jersey governor James McCreevey), 
or contrite Republicans (former Arizona 
congressman Jim Kolbe), or converted to 
the cause (former RNC field director Dan 
Gurley), or not worth mentioning. 

With one major exception: Florida 
governor Charlie Crist, who’s been touted 
the GOP presidential nominee 2012. 
That’s the kind information that pro- 
vides a service, though Crist’s sexual 
ambiguity has already been bruited on 
various outlets of the mainstream and 
other media. 

Otherwise, Outrage could with less 
getting teary-eyed recalls 
moment truth his grandmother’s 
grave, his ex-wife talking about being 
beard.

In August 1923, photographer Edward 
Weston left his wife and three his 
four sons Los Angeles and headed 
Mexico City. He took his eldest son and 
went “to start life anew” with his lover, 
the Italian-born actress Tina Modotti. 
Many argue that there developed the 
crisp, clear, detailed, lyrical style that 
made him one of the pioneering masters 
Modernist photography. 

Weston’s Mexico sojourn is the sub- 
ject the Museum Fine Arts’ exhibit 
“Viva Mexico! Edward Weston and His 
Contemporaries.” The title prompts the 
hope that curator Karen Haas might 
dig into the juicy territory of Weston’s 
Mexico circle and how these artists 
influenced one another, but this ain’t

that show. The handful photos his 
peers — Modotti, Paul Strand, Manuel 
Alvarez Bravo provide only smidgen 
of context, and they tend not to show 
these photographers at their best. 

“Viva Mexico!” amounts to a small (43 
black-and-white photos in one gallery), 
quick, delightful showcase of works 
from the renowned Modernist trove 
the Lane Collection, which, long- 
term loan to the MFA, includes some 
2000 Weston photos acquired from his 
sons.

Edward Weston: Photography and Mod- 
ernism.” Modotti’s photos explored the 
up-close compositional formula at the 
same time Weston, and perhaps bit 
before. (See her 1927 close-up of a Worker's 
Hands resting on a shovel.) She also 
translated for him and helped introduce 
him to luminaries of the Mexican art 
scene, among them Diego Rivera. 

Weston’s 1925 Nude of 
Anita Brenner shows her 
back and butt, with her 
head and limbs curled up 
so that they disappear. 
Weston wrote: “I was 
shaving when A. came, 
hardly expecting her on 
such a gloomy, drizzly 
day. I made excuses, hav- 
ing no desire — no ‘inspi- 
ration’ — to work. ... 

But she took no hints, un- 
dressing while I reluctant- 
ly prepared my camera. 
And then appeared 
the most exquisite lines, 
forms, volumes. And I ac- 
cepted, working easily, 
rapidly, surely.” 

Brenner’s truncated, 
abstracted torso resembles 
the body of a cello, echoing 
nudes Rivera was painting 
into murals around that 
time. The influence seems 
to have run both ways. 

It’s sexy, surreal, with 
unnerving suggestions of 
dismemberment.

to abstracted types — as in the flag-wav- 
ing mob of mouths in The Masses (1935). 
Siqueiros’s 1931 portrait of educator (and 
Siqueiros patron) Moisés Saenz turns the 
man’s head into a massive monument, 
something like the ancient Olmec sculp- 
tures in Mexico. 

Inspired part the Mexican Revo- 
lution of 1910-1920, these artists forged 
an indigenous Mexican Modernism 
drawing on the craggy artifacts of pre- 
Columbian peoples as well as contem- 
porary popular art broad- 
sides (think Posada) and 
folk crafts. Their work al- 
so continued to reflect the 
spirit the Revolution 
its strong pro-communist, 
anti-capitalist leanings. 

Weston too pursued 
indigenous Mexican style 
(that sunlight) and sub- 
jects (woven palm leaves, 
ancient stone carvings, 
silly arrangements folk 
dolls), though he seems 
have come with 
the Western Modernist 
attitude plumbing the 
deep, raw feeling more 
“primitive” peoples. 

Meanwhile the rela- 
tionship Weston and 
Modotti grew troubled. For 
his deeply sad 1924 portrait 
of her, Weston schemed, 
as he had in his shot of 
Galvan, to use unseen 
action fill the picture 
with emotion. “She leaned 
against a whitewashed 
wall. I drew close. . . and 
kissed her. A tear rolled 
down her cheek — and 
then captured forever the moment.” 

Weston returned to California and 
lived the ripe age while shoot- 
ing astonishing, influential photos 
shells and deserts and naked ladies. 
Modotti joined the Mexican Communist 
Party, shacked with Cuban rebel, 
was framed for an attack on the Mexican 
president, was thrown out of Mexico, got 
involved in politics in Moscow, did aid 
work the Spanish Civil War, snuck back 
into Mexico, and died there in 1942, of an 
apparent heart attackinataxi.

Title book Bad Cop and brain-basher types 
like Harvey Keitel and Ray Liotta spring 
mind. Decorate with photo dough- 
nut and the declaration “Duty called. I 
couldn’t find the phone.” and you have the 
true slant of Paul Bacon’s new book. In his 
three years with the NYPD, Bacon’s rot- 
tenness had nothing with bribes and 
the lawless letting blood. cop 
was bad because his idealism and relentless 
sense fairness took fart-in-church 
quality Harlem’s 32nd Precinct. After 
9/11, Bacon — who had been working as 

a writer for a “major on-line directory” of 
Web sites — determined that NYC needed 
“protection,” and that should 
protector. An unlikely one, given that he 
hates guns, believes pot should be legal, 
and questions the semantics of “shoot to 
stop” versus “shoot kill.” 

Bad Cop is very funny — not surprising, 
since Bacon is a humor writer and cartoonist 
for McSweeney's, Mother Jones, and Salon. He 
self-effacing and amenable exposing 
the ludicrousness his struggle sin- 
cere one, of course — to achieve cop great- 
ness. his debut patrolling “his” block, 
he figures, “Rather than poking around for 
trouble, I would deter it by giving off whole- 


some law-and-order vibrations.” Upon wit- 
nessing hand-to-hand drug transaction, 
he walks nervously toward the transactors. 
What’s going through his head? “I assumed 
they were armed and dangerous, given 
their line of work. I was outnumbered, 

so I decided to just approach them, tact- 
fully state case, and let them witha 
warning.” The vibrations must’ve worked, 
because they walk off before Officer Bacon 
can open his mouth. 

Our hero smart enough made 
company sergeant at the police academy 
but too diffident for his fellow recruits 
to give a damn. Just before graduation, 
they get rambunctious and laugh his 
order “cut out!” recruit tells him 
he’s worse than his predecessor, Moran. 
Bacon: “Moran was lazy. 
“Spineless?” Bacon: was going 
say ‘laissez-faire.’ I’m into quiet lead- 
ership. You know, leading example. 
I’m not comfortable always telling people 
peacemakers more than head 

Three years in, Bacon can’t delude 
himself anymore. After locking himself 
a cruiser and admitting that he wishes a 
deranged perpetrator would hit her head 
and knock herself out, he has to agree with 
the officer who proclaimed him danger 
himself and others. He’s a congenital klutz, 
and though he’s finally developing the car- 
apace required the NYPD, the job mak- 
ing him physically and psychically sick. It’s 
time turn his“ gleaming silver hand 
cannon” (a/k/a his Smith & Wesson). 

Bacon’s current beat is far from 125th 
Street: lives Hawaii, 
where gives tour- 
ists surfing lessons. Via 
e-mail, answered 
couple questions. 

How did his NYPD stint 
change his ideas about 
cops? “I used to think that 
all cops were small-mind- 
ed people on power trips. 
Now I know how hard 
their jobs are, and I under- 
stand why they seem 
odds with the general 
population.” 

And how have his 
former fellow officers re- 
sponded to the book? “I've 
received couple dozen 
reviews via e-mail from 
former NYPD co-work- 
ers well from cops 
I’ve never met. Mostly,

Given the sound and title of its first 

track (which is also the title of the 
album), you'd have every reason to think 
that 3play+'s debut CD is about to plunge 
you into Bill Frisell-style Americana. Roll- 
ing piano chords, subdued electric guitar, 
muted trumpet, and that easy waltz tempo 
set you up for country. But then the next 
track of American Waltz (ZiggleZaggle Music) 
starts with a concise off-the-beat drum intro 
and a jagged unison trumpet/tenor-sax line. 
Bebop, right? Next up: free-flying trumpet 
over bass and drums, not a chord progres- 
sion sight free jazz that gets even more 
tumultuous the piano comes in. Then 
ballad that sounds could come out 
the Great American Songbook, that muted 
trumpet again, a beautifully shaped melody 
and chord progression, ripe for lyrics. And 
that’s not mention the 20-minute closing 
track, the first minutes which are 
free before settles into funk- 
blues vamp. 


So, where are we? There’s no telling, and 
that’s how 3play* like it. When I confront 
3play+ pianist/composer Josh Rosen with my 
confusion over coffee at a Fenway Starbucks, 
seems delighted. Not confusion, ex- 
actly, but at the mix of influences and styles 
I'm picking up on. “That’s what we wanted.” 

Of course, there are practicalities involved 
programming album with mix free 
and straight-ahead and touches country 
and folk. “Hardly anyone is up for an hour of 
free jazz,” Rosen concedes. “You have to offer 
moments relief.” 

But it’s also honest reflection the 
band’s zsthetic. Rosen, for one, came up in

And not 
just the playing, but the vibe, the interac- 
tions, the conversation.” 

3play+ started as a jam-session band — 
friends who lived near one another getting 
together play once week one their 
houses. At that time, circa 2001, it was Rosen, 
bassist Lello Molinari, and drummer Ralph 
Rosen (no relation). Various players came 
and went before the band locked in as a trio 
(3play) with drummer Marcello Pellitteri and 
appeared monthly the Zeitgeist Gallery 
(later to become the Lily Pad, where they re- 
turn on the 18th). Eventually trumpeter Phil 
Grenadier (+) became a regular. 

Despite their eclectic tastes and often free 
excursions — most live sets start like that 
final 20-minute track, “Bulletrain,” gradually 
finding their way particular tune this 
band seasoned pros with cohesive 
group identity. On the album, Grenadier’s 
in-the-moment poise and Miles-like lyricism 
are complemented guest turns from saxo- 
phonist George Garzone and guitar sage Mick 
Goodrick. ease with free playing, they 
all have affinity for strong forms. And 
Rosen knows how to write them. Take that 
second-track bebopper, “Buttah.” The melody 
was inspired by Sonny Rollins’s “Oleo,” but 
with the pitches altered that would keep 
moving through different keys, Ornette Cole- 
man style. And if Rosen’s comping behind 
the soloists sounds familiar, that’s because 
it’s built the chord changes Coltrane’s 
“Giant Steps.” “It wasn’t until I finished the 
tune that I realized it was inspired by three 
saxophonists.” 

That schooled yet heartfelt writing keeps 
the music resilient over multiple listens 
and keeps the players their toes. And 
Rosen — who leads the band with Molinari — 
always happy have you recognize the 
influences. love when people can’t quite 
place it and keep saying, “What is that?’ ” He 
adds, “I fell in love with free jazz in the '7os, 
but I've also always had a devotion to and rev- 
erence for the tradition.” 


Since Verve released Melody Gardot’s 
Worrisome Heart last year, her story has 
been all over the jazz magazines. 
just catching up, here it is again. In 2003, at 
19, while a fashion student at Philadelphia 
Community College, she was riding her bi- 
cycle when she got hit jeep making 
illegal left turn. She suffered severe head inju- 
ries and pelvic fractures and was bed- 
ridden for most year. During that time, 
the recommendation of her doctor, the former 
piano student taught herself guitar kind 
therapy. was also the one instrument she 
could play while lying her back. 

Flash forward. the 2008 Newport Jazz 
Festival, she performed on the small Har- 
borside Stage rapt audience. Wearing

broad-brimmed straw hat, form-fitting sum- 
mer dress, high heels, and tinted glasses, her 
blond hair falling her shoulders, she was 
glamour itself. Her repartee with the audience 
was quick-witted and even biting. When she 
got move from piano bench stool 
play guitar, she used cane. More impressive 
than her mysterious allure, though, was her 
singing. Her vocal timbre and precise diction 
made every word she sang hover expectantly 
the summer air. Her voice was not big, but 
was confident, with dark wisp vibrato 
that brought to mind Nina Simone and even 
Eartha Kitt (that biting wit and sexual confi- 
dence). 

Heart was re-release in- 
dependent production. But for 
OnlyThrill, her real Verve debut, the Universal 
imprint has brought out the big guns: Larry 
Klein — former husband of Joni Mitchell as 
well producer everyone from Mitchell 
Madeleine Peyroux to Peter Gabriel and Don 
Henley and ace arranger Vince Mendoza. 

If Worrisome Heart leaned more toward 
singer-songwriter folk, My One and OnlyThrill’s 
10 originals (two written with Norah Jones 
collaborator Jesse Harris) revel in the broader 
harmonic palettes the Great American 
Songbook and classic bossa nova. 
one track to the next, you could be swimming 
the strings Sinatra “suicide album” like 
Only the Lonely grooving Getz/Gilberto. 

Which isn’t isn’t also some 
churchy blues here, in“Who Will Comfort 
Me,” where organ and plunger-mute 
pet join soft handclaps and out-chorus 
“Oh Lord” call-and-response between Gardot 
and the guys that cracks her upon tape. And 
there’s a bit of Simone and Kitt in “Your Heart 
Is As Black As Night,” with its “St. James Infir- 
mary” feel. 

But the heart the album the bossa 
and American Songbook classicism. the 
title track, the minor chords and the violin 
theme take you deep into film noir, and the 
vocal line splits the difference between Sim- 
one and Antony Hegarty. Klein keeps the 
vocals “honest,” with Gardot’s voice close 
your ear, and the arrangements bring out the 
perfect floating Getz-like sax line chiming 
Cardot acoustic guitar against strings. 

When I get her on the phone in London, 
Gardot disputes the notion genre. “I’m not 
the business making music for other 
people, the sense that I’m not the busi- 
ness making music with genre and result 
mind.” Rather, she follows “gut” and “in- 
stinct,” chasing the sound she hears. And yet, 
she does allow that bossa nova has been shak- 
ing her world lately. She doesn’t write music, 
get the effects she wanted, she talked 
Mendoza using “singing, humming, and 
metaphors.” 

However she does it, she’s good. She’ll 
bring her regular band trumpeter Patrick 
Hughes, saxophonist Bryan Rogers, bassist 
Ken Pendergast, and drummer Chuck Staab 
plus, she hopes, vibist and cellist the Re- 
gattabar for sold-out show the 18th.

your exposure the music Leon- 
ard Cohen consists mainly listening 
the sparse arrangements and quiver- 
ing nasalities of his late ’60s/early '70s 
albums, this show might have been 
a shock. First, Cohen’s voice is, at his 
age, not the voice that younger man. 
Whether singing speaking be- 
tween songs, it is a constant low grum- 
ble, both intimate and mysterious. 
course, the world pop music, Cohen 
was never a young man (he was 34 when 
his first album, 1967’s Songs of Leonard Co- 
hen, came out), and was never really 
singer the conventional sense. 
has emerged four later world 
treasure, known for mastery 


and his deft mix mel- 
ancholy and wit. 
Friday, after passion- 
ate run through 1992's 
sinister “The Future,” 
quipped “The last time 
was here Boston was 
60 years old — just a kid 
with crazy dream.” 

The second shock 
would have been the ar- 
rangements Cohen 
classics his current 
backing band. first, the 
feel was tasteful, rever- 
ent. The band kept things 
simmer, putting 
gravelly boom 
front and center. But by 
the third tune, “Ain’t 
Cure for Love,” a switch 
seemed to have flipped 
in saxophonist/multi-in- 
strumentalist Dino Soldo, 
who proceeded splat- 
ter the song with painful 
David Sanborn-isms that 
were jarring and bizarre. 
Unfortunately, this foray 
into smooth jazz hell was 
brief detour. Over the 
course of a three-and-a- 
half-hour set, the band 
proceeded take the Co- 
thing minimalist beau- 
ty, naked save for guitar 
and voice and overwork 
until you felt trapped 
endless elevator with 
Saturday Night Live band. 

The audience didn’t seem mind 
hearing their hero’s music pulverized into 
Dylan Budokan horror show. sense, 
was enough just Cohen’s serene 
presence.

There’s 
always older stuff in the record stores, 
always stuff garage sales and bake 
sales, some old guy dying, leaving all 
his stuff.” 

Turns out, the mix- 
tapes cool kids are 
putting together are 
bullshit compared to the 
mixtapes dead cool kids 
could’ve made. 

“Some people want 
their corner bar and 
sing along stuff they’re 
hearing the radio. It’s 
like mixtape. Especially 
nowadays, because you 
anymore. lucky 
there are two good songs.

What do you get when you cross NYU 

music-technology majors just out 
their teens, vintage Nintendo Entertain- 
ment System and Boy gear, tradi- 
tional rock-and-roll instruments, and a 
mysterious, robot-building fellow named 
José with half middle finger one 
hand? No, not a Coen Brothers film — it’s 
the instrumental 8-bit/art-punk quartet 
Anamanaguchi. 

For the uninitiated, 8-bit music (or 
“chiptune,” “bitpop”) involves hacking 
into old video-game consoles, cartridges, 
and chips and turning them into tone 
generators and sequencers which allows 
you compose new melodies and textures 
with those classic squelchy sounds. Many 
8-bit pioneers and practitioners are pur- 
ists, crafting everything from dance pop 
industrial avant-garde noise with only 
modified Game Boys and crude homebrew 
software. Anamanaguchi are bit differ- 
ent. Two guitars, bass, and drums share 
stage space with their modded NES; the 
band’s propulsive power pop merges with 
pre-sequenced square waves written 
Nintendo assembly language. The result 
hyperkinetic sensory overload that’s 
once nostalgic and forward-thinking. You 
can even dance it. Sometimes. 

Anamanaguchi back 2003, when

HAS THE TIMES ITS SIDE curran 


Not to downplay this year’s 
Pride Week anything, 
but the annual weeklong 
mélange events geared 
toward New England’s lesbi- 
an, gay, bisexual, and transgender com- 
munity is just one year shy of its goth 
anniversary. Which makes sort like 
the night before Christmas, the last 
game before the playoffs. 
That’s not to say that this year will 
more toned down than past years, 
lacking new and exciting events. 
the contrary, there’s smattering 
shiny new happenings, like rainbow- 
confetti icing cake old favorites 
(the parade and two massive block par- 
ties, to name a few), and a theme 
meant expand Pride Week 
2009’s focus: “Trans-forming Our 
Community.” 

This year’s which 
was submitted and voted on by an 
online community the Boston 
Pride Committee's Web site (bos- 
tonpride.org) is, according 
the site, platform for “supporting 
and advocating for our transgender 
families, friends, and colleagues.” 
(And it’s a timely one, given recent 
news see “Trans Fact,” Adam 
Reilly, in the May 22 Boston Phoenix). 

“It’s long overdue,” says Keri 
Aulita, vice-president the Pride 
Week board directors. Aulita 
says that Pride Week meant 
about socializing and celebrat- 
ing the LGBT community with 


parties, music, and other cultural 
events, but it’s also a vehicle for pro- 
moting awareness. “We've always been 


committed to trying to get people to 


think. We want people to come out and 
really think about what it’s like to be 
out, and how lucky we are to live ina 
place like Massachusetts.” 

The level of positivity at Pride Week 
may this year well, due the 
recent domino-effect-like passage laws 
legalizing same-sex marriage Iowa, 
Connecticut, Vermont, and Maine, with 
New Hampshire and New York at work 
reached out to those states, and they've 
sent us their state flags” to use during 
the parade, Aulita says. “We'll have a 
banner thanking those states.” 

Pride Week kicks off at noon on June 
with flag raising City Hall Plaza 
(though unofficial events, such as Youth 
Pride and the Boston LCBT Film Festival, 
have been ongoing since early May).

According to 
O’Conneil, without the luxury of Google- 
searching key phrases such “lesbian” 
paintings cheap,” finding anything about 
sexuality that wasn’t shrouded in secrecy 
was challenge. Coming out “then” versus 
coming out “now” was a whole different 
ball game, where the only team you could 
ostensibly bat for was your own. 


CELEBS: THEN 
AND NOW 


Upon coming out to her fam- 
ily, one of O’Connell’s rela- 
tives, shocked, replied, “But 


. you're pretty!” as though declaring 
oneself lesbian turned women into hags. 
O'Connell says that because her genera- 
tion gays lacked positive and non-cliché 
public images of homosexuality (like, any 
sort depiction lesbian that deviated 
from a flannel-clad gym teacher with a 
mullet and a crooked smile), there was 
no example set for “civilians” like said 
scandalized relative look for clarifi- 
cation; no socio-politically rabid famous 
person take homosexuality cause 
célébre. And there certainly weren’t many 
Hollywood types who were wearing their 
sexuality like a rainbow-colored badg e. 
Rock Hudson? Who'd a-thunk it? Who’ d 
a-tolerated it? 

But then came the early 1990s. 

Remember when celebrities were positive 
role models, not just stumbling personi 
fications of the repercussions of cocaine 
abuse and self-actuated puking? When 
public figures used their powers for good? 
When k.d. lang transformed her constant 
craving for chicks into platform for 
social activism? When Elton John came 
out as gay (after previously declaring his 
bisexuality, more than 1o years prior) and 
then set to work fighting the AIDS virus 


as fervently as possible? Granted, these, 


and other, public declarations sexuality 
didn’t necessarily make it easy for John and

Jane Doe to come out to their friends and 
family. But it sometimes made it easier. 

Especially when Ellen DeGeneres got 
her own show! Not the one where she 
dances, but that first one, where she acci- 
dentally came out into a microphone that 
was on a podium and she didn’t know that 
it was turned on but it totally was! And 
then Will and Grace was on TV! And RuPaul! 
And later those Queer Eye guys coined the 
word “manscaping!” 

These days, it’s practically fashion- 
able to be a Hollywood gay, or, at least, 
to be banging one. Many of the same gay 
celebrities who helped catapult homo- 
sexuality into the mainstream in the '80s 
and have maintained high profile, 
parlaying their relationships into continu- 
ing examples gay activism. Ellen and 
Elton married Portia and David, and a host 
young celebs have set (mostly) positive 
LGBT example for their fans. Thanks for 
keeping the dream going, Lindsay Lohan. 
We like your hustle. 


ORGANIZATION 
AND ACTIVISM: 
THEN AND NOW 


It’s hard to galvanize any community if 

it’s forced function secret society. 
O’Connell says that, as a confused high- 
school student in Revere, she had absolute- 
ly no idea if any of her peers were gay. Years 
later she found out, after being plucked 
from the line outside the now-defunct les- 
bian club Someplace Else the bouncer 
been one high-school 
classmates and a popular athlete. Once 
inside, O’Connell was surprised, again, to 
find three more sporty school-chum ladies 
sitting the bar giggling, because, they 
said, they’d always watched O’Connell 
high school, just waiting for her come 
out. Supportive, huh? And not all creepy. 

The establishment of the first Gay- 
Straight Alliance (GSA) very much facili- 
tated the coming-out process for young 
people, even more once the organiza- 
tion started to snowball to the rest of the 
country. Founded at Concord Academy (in 
Massachusetts, y’all) by Kevin Jennings — 
who also founded the Gay, Lesbian, and 
Straight Education Network (GLSEN), 
known originally the Gay and Lesbian 
Independent School Teachers Network 
(GLSTN) the student group aimed cre- 
ate and maintain supportive and safe 
environment for all students, regardless 
sexual identification. other words, 
gay students finally had an excuse to meet 
other gay students and gay-folerant stu- 
dents, and forum which discuss 
all things gay and student-y. Plus, the 
served (and continues serve) introduc- 
tion political activism. College-application 
bonus! There are now thousands 
CSAs more than 4000 which are 
registered with (Go glsen.org 
for more information.) 

The local young community has, 
late, been focusing their efforts pro- 
moting same-sex marriage and combating 
civil abominations like California’s Prop 8. 
Social-networking sites like Facebook and 
Twitter have been instrumental helping 


organize protests, demonstrations, and 
vigils. The local chapter Join the Impact 
used Facebook almost exclusively to unite 
a localized force of opposition to Prop 8, 
and, again, to advertise related events. 
politics are charged with power 
when making good use online tools 
crucial, in this day of instant communica- 
tion and viral outreach. 


COMMUNICATING: 
THEN AND NOW 


O'Connell recalls that, back in her time, 
people especially parents lacked the 
vocabulary necessary to have a conversa- 
tion about homosexuality. Men were 
“flamboyant” or “mama's boys,” not “gay.” 
Women were “spinsters” with “room- 
mates.” AIDS was known the “gay dis- 
ease.” It wasn't cool, as it is now among 
the liberal-arts-college circuit, to dabble in 
try-sexuality. And even were, nobody 
was talking about it. fact, O’Connell 
says, if you dared come out to your parents, 
all their dreams for you died. wed- 
ding, no kids, no future. 

Thanks large part the aforemen- 
tioned innovations technology and 
entertainment, there are now more oppor- 
tunities for parents to ask their kids about 
sexuality, and more jumping-off points for 
conversation. fact, for those parents 
offspring who live the great states 
of Massachusetts, lowa, Connecticut, 
Vermont, and Maine, there is a joyously 
tulle-filled wedding-planning bender 
their future. 

Mostly, though, today it’s okay to talk 
about sexuality. least, more than 
used be. Should you bring your 
same-sex affinity for cock while family 
reunion Bible Belt barbecue? Probably not. 
But, today, it is pretty darn okay to talk 
with those you love and trust about who 
you’re with, and about who you are. 

None this means that you have res- 
ervations or fear for your physical or emo- 
tional well-being you should flaunt your 
orientation for the sake letting your 
pride flag fly. Coming out should, overall, 
positive experience. 

O’Connell and her One in Ten co-host, 
Keith Orr, advise young listeners who 
don’t feel safe coming out wait. 
Thankfully, Boston’s Pride events are safe 
havens, celebrations self and unity and 
sexuality and family. And dancing. Good 
lord, there dancing. there ever was 
year the parade saw woman bound 
strips latex, sporting leather fairy 
wings and about six pounds glitter. 
And was glorious. 

Perhaps, though, the biggest and 
most valuable difference about coming 
out “then” versus “now” best explained 
O’Connell: the day has passed when 
the most interesting thing about you 
that gay. that’s true, then 
should great comfort those who 
want just get their sexuality out there 
and move more important things.

Roberto Benigni broke into Amer- 
ica’s consciousness with Life Is 
Beautiful, a tragicomic film set in a Nazi 

concentration camp for which was 
the co-writer, director, and star. Nomi- 
nated for seven Oscars, the movie won 
Best Foreign Film, and Benigni nabbed 
Best Actor. Making even bigger 
splash than the film, though, was his 
seat-climbing, crazy-ass, over-the-top 
acrobatics-cum-acceptance-speech on 
Academy Awards night. 

Since 2006, the Italian writer/per- 
former has been doing the one-man 
show TuttoDante, “Everything About 
Dante,” which takes off from the writ- 
ings Dante Alighieri, particular 
his epic, allegorical Divine Comedy. the 
Berklee Performance Center this Sat- 
urday, Benigni will recite
